!oreigners are dead, two are dying 
and twenty-five wounded as the out- 
come of noting early today by strik- 
ng workers of the Standard Steel Car 
company, on strike for six weeks 


The rioting broke out at 6.30 this 
morning when 400 foreigners, with a 
uniformed soldier carrying an Amer- 
can flag, marched through tne 
streets in an alleged attempt to pre- 
vent 160 American employes from 
returning to work at the plant 
Po- 


lice met them and ordered them to 
disband 
They opened nre on w»e 


police, who returned the volley, kill- 
ing three of the marchera 


The Americans, taking no active 
part in the strike, returned to work 
today in a body to prevent being mo- 


ted 
They were machinists, elec- 
tricians and other skilled laborers 


At 9 o'clock the police had the 


situation in hand and no further out- 
break was looked for 
The sheriff's 


forces were co-operating with the 
police. 


Threats Are Made. 
The striking foreigners, sifter being 


dispersed by police, soon gathered 
just outside the city limits and held 
i meeting.- "Ten coppers before the 
day is over," was the threat made by 
the foreigners, according to police.

police in which a number of persons 
•were injured and as a result of this 
outbreak Governor Goodrich sent a 
regiment of the Indiana state militia 
to Hammond to restore order 
The 


troops were withdiawn about two 
weeks ago. 
Yesterday 200 strikers 


returned to work and this caused 
considerable bad feeling among the 
men who refused to return. 


Today when the 200 men were on 


their way to work a crow4 of 1,000 
foreign born strikers gathered in the 
stieet several blocks from the plant 
to the Standard Steel Car company 
and threatened them Twenty police- 
men and twenty special guards em- 
ployed by the company were rushed 
to the scene and the crowd was or- 
dered to disperse 
The order was greeted with jeers

ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 9 — 


President "Wilson's speech be- 
fore the Minnesota legislature 
follows: 


Mr Speaker, your excellency, gen- 


tlemen of the legislature, ladies and 
gentlemen

Birk, Acldison Blanks, John Mycum 
and Hartman Peel, arrested in con- 
nection with the officers' efforts to 
punish the offenders, were arraigned 
in the city couit this morning on dis- 
ci deily conduct charges. Their cases 
were continued until tomorrow morn- 
in? to gather more evidence, and each 
of the defendants is being held un- 
der a bond of $100. This gang has 
been causing the police much trou- 
ble, but have so far been able to 
evade arrest. More arrests 
in the 


cleaning up of the band of rowdies 
are expected to be made before to- 
night. 


The five fellows arraigned in police 


court today were arrested at 11 
o'clock last evening in the 4500 block 
South Calhoun street, after an auto 
load of high' school boys and girls 
had been attacked as they were driv- 
ing into the city from the south. 


The boys in the car were beaten 


and otherwise roughly handled, while 
the girls were insulted. One of the 
youths in the car kicked one of the 
ruffians in the chest when he grabbed 
one of the girls by the legs and tried 
to drag her from the machine. After 
a considerable battle one of the boys 
managed to get the car started and 
drove toward the city. They told of 
their difficulty to Stationmaster Fred 
Fry, Special Officer Peter Junk and 
Officer Bert Reasoner, 
who drove 


back to the scene in the high school 
youths' car. By this time the gang 
climbed into a Ford and were driving 
n the opposite direction. Thinking 
that the car still only contained the 
high school students, the five alleged 
rowdies stopped their car, evidently 
ntending to put up & battle. 


The officers drew their pistols and 


when their quarries saw who- their 
pursuers were, they soon submitted 
:o arrest. When the 
officers had 


wrought the Ford and the quintet to 
:he station, they found a .38-calibre 
oaded revolver in the car.

MAIN AND WEBSTER STREET 


Reservations Probable. 


(By I'i»led Press.) 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Demo- 
cratic senators will accept reserva 
tions to the peace treaty only as a 
last resort, Senator Hitchcock, ad- 
ministration spokesman baid today. 


At the same time Hitchcock said 


he "supposed" he would have to ac- 
cept reservations in the end if there 
is no other way to get votes for rat- 
ification. 


Hitchcock's utterances follow the 


stand by President Wilson against 
all reservations which was expressed 
at Omaha in Hitchcock's home state 
of Nebraska. 


Hitchcock, however, repeated his 


belief that reservations as part of the 
ratification resolution are not favored 
•by the majority of democratic sen- 
ators, who, he declared, are standing 
with the president on the pact. 


Hitchcock Siaid he was not worried 


by the attitude of several democrats 
who have come' to the belief that 
reservations are unavoidable. 
"Beat the amendments is my slo- 


gan now," Hitchcock said. 


While democrats are "fishing" to 


see how much they may have to con- 
cede, the Lodge group and the "mud 
reservationlsts" among republicans 
are reported to be approaching set- 
tlement of their differences over tne 
reservation to article ten. 


Lodge today said he is not com- 


mitted to the foreign relations com- 
mittee reservation, but that he re- 
gards it as a, basis for argument. He 
indicated he is willing to go part way 
in meeting the mild reservation 
group. 


Lodge expects to file phis report on 
the treaty with the senate Wednesday 
and Hitchcock will file his minority 
report about the same, time. Both ex- 
pect to speak when they file their re- 
ports. 


Reading of the treaty to the sen- 


ate, article by article, will begin next 
week. 


Senator Harding, who is prepar- 


ing an answer to the 
president, 


hoped to complete his speech today, 
but the date of delivery is uncer- 
tain. 


Canada Aroused Against League. 


(By United Press.) 


OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 9.—Ratifica- 


tion of the peace treaty by Canada 
will commit this country to foreign 
wars and may conceivably lead to a 
situation 
where Canada 
will be 


aligned against the motherland, ac- 
cording to the argument advanced in 
the house of commons late yesterday 
by D. D. McKenzie, leader of the 
opposition party in the house. Mc- 
Kenzie, spoke at length in opening the 
treaty debate. 


Canada entered the war on her 


own volition, he said, and should be 
content to remain in the some* posi- 
tion regarding her participation .in 
future wars. He declared that ratifi- 
cation of the treaty carried with it 
acceptance of the league of nations 
with "troublesome" article ten "obli- 
gating the signatories to maintain 
the integrity of all other signatory 
nations." 


"Suppose," McKenzie said;, "and it 


Is not inconceivable, that. fSreat 
Britain and Italy became embroiled 
and the decision of the league of na- 
tions was against Britain. Canada, 
with membership in that league, as a 
separate nation, would be bound to 
act as the councillor, while Great 
Britain might defy the league and de- 
clare war on Italy, Canada then 
would have to take tip arms against 
the motherland." 


A. L, Slfton, one ot the delegates 


who signed the treaty for Canada, at 
Versailles, pointed out that McKen- 
zie's argument wa»> directtef opposed 
to

Clemenceau and Wilson. * '

When the police attempted 
to execute the command the crowd 
attacked the police and special gjiards 
with sticks and stones and several 
of the strikers drew revolvers and 
fired a number of shots, according to 
Captain Ben Strong. 


The police then retaliated by firing 


about seventy-five shots Into the 
crowd killing live and wounding 
fifteen strikers. 


Later the strike leaders were taken 


into custody. 


Nona of the policemen or special 


guards were wounded jn the fight.

According to the police, the mob 


of strikers was led by Lieutenant 
Thomas Skuba, 21, a Pole who re- 
cently was discharged from 
the 
United States army. 
He wore his 
soldier uniform and carried an Amer- 
ican flag which he waved during tne 
fight. He later was arrested. 
The authorities are taking precau- 
tions against a recurrence of the 
trouble when the 200 strikers who 
returned to work leave the company's 
plant this evening.

In no way re- 
sponsible for the failure of, the senate 
to ratify the treaty of peace and thus 
officially terminate the Washington 
wage agreement, the United Mine

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 9.—With 


some 2,000 delegates Jrom the col- 
leries of the United States and Can- 
ada gathered in the armory of the 
Cleveland Grays, the international 
convention of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, the twenty-fifth con- 
secutive gathering of that organiza- 
tion was called to order this morn- 
Ing. 
Events have conspired to make 
it probably the most important in 
the history of the United Mine 
Workers. Since, quite apart from the 
possibility of trouble contained, it is 
almost certain demands for higher 
wages and shorter hours, the miners 
of Great Britain are looking to it 
for support and co-operation in the 
question of the six-hour day and 
thirty-hour week, and of the nation- 
alization of coal mines. 


• Both articles ot the British miners 
figure upon that of the Cleveland 
convention. Favorable action, which 
is anticipated, is expected to react 
sympathetically upon the struggle 
across the Atlantic. Of great signifi- 
cance, in view of the desire to secure 
the support of organized labor for 
the Plumb plan for the nationaliza^ 
tion of the railway was the presence 
upon the opening program of Warren 
S. Stone, grand chief of the Brother- 
hoods of .Locomotive Engineers; Tim- 
othy J. Shea, acting president of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen; W. G. Lee, president 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men and L. E. Sheppard, president 
of the Order of Railway Conductors, 
who at a late hour had been added 
to those to extend a Cleveland wel- 
come to the convention. 
The response by acting: President 


John I* Lewis, of the United Work- 
ers of America, in the chair of the 
convention 'owing to the illness of 
President Frank J, Hays, will in- 
augurate the deliberations of the 
convention, which is. expected to last 
from two to three weeks. 
Today's 


session will be devoted almost en- 
tirely to the opening ceremonies, the 
work of organization and the presen- 
tation of the reports of acting Presi- 
dent Lewis wid of the treasurer, Wil- 
liam Green, which are expected to 
lay the foundations for the work of 
the delegates in regard to wages and 
hours of labor, nationalization of 
mines, etc. 


No decisions on these subjects are 


expected until later in the week, 
since the proposed changes in wage 
scales must first be submitted to the 
scale committee, 
comprising tne 


twenty-seven district presidents of 
the miners' organization and co-or- 
dinated by it and other resolutions 
passed upon by the committee on 
resolutions which can scarcely com- 
plete its labors before .Thursday.

GOVERNMENT BUYING OF 


GOXL BOOSTING PRICES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—An inter- 


esting theory as to the cause of soar- 
ing: prices of bituminous coal is 
presented by Harry N. Taylor, presi- 
dent of the National Coal association, 
a national organization of local bodies 
of bituminous operators. 'He assert? 
that the present buying policy of the 
United States railroad administration 
is forcing the public to pay higher 
prices. He made the following state- 
ment today: 


"The railroad demand is the nuc- 


leus of the business of bituminous 
coai operators. It absorbs about 30 
per cent of the production. It means 
a steady, all-year demand. Bitumi-

Let no one believe for a moment that Mr. 


Bourne is speaking facetiously.

Jiose familiar with the terms of the treaty can 
attest. The United States is really asked to be- 
come a party to a treaty which includes all of 
these matters—the disposition of the skull of 
;he outlandish sultan, the recovery of the original 
Koran of the Caliph Othman, and all those other 
absurd provisions. We are asked to concern our- 
selves in matters which are none of our business, 
and to busy ourselves with' affairs which cannot 
by any stretch of the imagination be made of 
interest here.

MORE BACK FAT. 


They're "figgerin* back pay" again down at 


the Pennsylvania. And down at the Wabash, too, 
and down at every other railroad shop in the 
country. Word has been received from Wash- 
ington to the effect that every man hired on or 
after July 25, 1918, must be rated either as a 
mechanic or a helper and compensated at the 
rate of 68 cents an hour. The management of 
the shops is instructed to look up all employes 
and former employes affected and see to it that 
they get the money. 


This is* going to involve no little work on the 


,part of the local authorities. In 1918 they were 
taking on anything that looked like a man, and 
as a consequence employed many who were 
merely out for temporary employment. Colle- 
gians, high school boysK and Weary Willies were 
given jobs and after a few weeks' service were 
allowed to go. These men and boys were em- 
ployed at the rate of twenty-nine cents an hour, 
which looked mighty good to most of them and 
wasvijfore than some of them were worth, yet 
under the new ruling they must be ruthlessly 
hunted down and forced to take the difference 
between twentymune cents and sixty-eight cents, 
with time and p hall for overtime. As the shopi 
were working ten hours a day during this 
period, it can readily be seen that the "back 
pay" mil reach a rather tidy sum. And coming 
atf a genuine surprise it makes a noise like auto 
mobiles, diamonds rings, and trips to the sea 
shore. The sums to be thus paid out .range al 
the way from $150 to $650, ~ 


But what'fl the blooming odds? If Uncle Sam 


hasn't the cash he has the power to tax and 
glory be, those who can produce taxes.

THE-MINISTER'S WIFE. 


Having touched upon the woes of the min- 


ister, embarrassed by a small salary in this time 
of high cost of living, it would seem to leave the 
story but half told unless we reverted to the 
woes of the minister's wife. • For really upon her 
rather than upon the minister himself does the 
actual burden of solving the hard problem of life 
fall. 
It is her province to perform her own 


household work, including the cooking, washing, 
ironing, and mending for a large family of small 
children, and at the same time hold herself in 
readiness to lead in the social and religious work 
of the parish. When a congregation employs a 
minister at a mean and niggardly salary, it 
somehow assumes as a matter of course that this 
mean tad niggardly salary also lays just claim 
on the services of the minister's wife, and she 
is expected to assume, not the leadership, but 
the hard work of the church. It is her part to 
entertain "the ladies' aid," to work in the 
kitchen when sociables are held, to visit the sick, 
to conduct the "work of the missionary society, 
to comfort widows and orphans, to entertain vis- 
iting ministers (if of no particular consequence) 
to lend a helping hand in revivals, and to attend 
all religious exercises including the mid-week 
prayer meeting accompanied by her flock of 
neatly washed and neatly dressed children. Oh, 
it's a hell of a job that's cut out for the average 
minister's wife, ^and the expression is used ad- 
visedly and circumspectly. 
And when it is 


considered that she is expected to do all this on 
no capital except her own pluck and resource- 
fulness, her problem becomes one designed to ap- 
pall the stoutest heart. 


It is all very well to say that the impossible 


is not expected and that no one desires that she 
so strenuously devote herself, yet the fact re- 
mains^that the congregation as a body does ex 
pect it. 
Unless the minister's wife "shows t 


proper interest in his work" and "proves her- 
self a worthy helpmate," there is soon a current 
of adverse criticism setting in and this ultimately 
reacts upon the minister himself. It is no fiction 
to contend that when a congregation employs « 
minister, it in a large sense employs the minis 
ter's wife. Since this is true, since team service 
is expected and required, it is the more of a dis 
grace and a reflection upon the congregation 
that fails to provide a salary sufficient to enable 
the minister's wife to employ help to relieve her 
in a measure from the drudgery of housework. 


Inasmuch as this is the age when society is 


inclined to look calmly at facts as they really are 
and to make provision for the laborer—when the 
square deal and justice are being acclaimed—we 
propose to say -a word for a class that seems 
likely to be overlooked. The children of lighi 
appear to lack the ability to speak for themselve; 
or, at least, to make their voices heard. It's high 
time for a lot of nickel-nursers, tight-wads, anc 
skin-flints who tenaciously hang on to their 
church membership at little or no expanse to 
wake up to the fact that those who give to the 
poor lend to the Lord and that the place to find 
real poverty is in the ttarsonajre.

Perhaps the wildest park In'the 


world la Canada's recently created 
Mt. Robson park, located in the nor- 
thern Canadian Rockies. 
It was 


made a part of the Canadian park 
system just before the war, and very 
few people have ever visited it be- 
cause it is practically devoid of roads 
and trails. In 1913 the park boasted 
a single inhabitant. 
Mt. Robson itself la an excellent 
sample of the tremendous and almost 
overwhelming beauty of the northern 
Rockies. It rises from the surround- 
ing ridges, which are heavily for- 
ested in fir and spruce, as a steep 
cone of bare rock 8,000 feet high. 
Great glaciers armor its sides and 
front, and it is helmeted with snow. 
From the snow cap and the gla- 
ciers descend swift clear streams that 
leap over ledges in lacy cataracts, 
blowing like veils in the wind, and 
roaring through deep stone gorges, 
until they plunge into the forested 
regions below. 
Just above the timberllne, between 


the region of barren rock and that 
of deep forest, there is a belt of soil 
Which In summer is like a garland 
about the mountain's waist, for it 
is one great field of wild flowers. 
Purple aster, campions, and the flame 
red of Indian pajnt brush-are here 
in solid acres of brilliant color. 
Mt. Robson is a big game region 


which has scarcely been touched by 
hunters. There are many moose in 
the heavy fosests at its feet, and the 
caribou range higher up. The grizzly 
bear is present in almost primitive 
abundance, and there he sometimes 
shows the fearless truculence for 
which he was everywhere famous be- 
fore the day of the repeating rifle:

light cruisers and destroyers.

Previously to 1878 


Bosnia had been under Turkish rule 
for centuries. 
Sarajevo cannot be 


described as "one of the cities of 
Serbia" in 1914 without a glaring 
misstatement of historical and geo- 
graphical facts generally known to 
intelligent 
people throughout 
the 
world. 


Perhaps the misinformation is un- 
important, but it is amazing that a 
president of the United States, who 
has undertaken on his own account 
to rearrange the boundaries of the 
big and little nations of Europe, does 
not know that Sarajevo Is in Bosnia 
and not in Serbia. 


Al! the more surprising in view of 
the circumstance that Mr. Wilson has 
taken 
the good Lord knows how

problem: First of all, to restore the 
commerce of the world, and get the 
manufacturing- of the world going 
again. And we have got to do that 
largely.

this and in the congress of the United 
States have lo see lo it, if you will 
permit me a vulger expression, that 
nobody monkeys with the process. 
I understand that one of the excel- 
lent suggestions made by your gov- 
ernor is that you look Into the mat- 
ter of cold storage. 


Well there are other kinds of stor- 


age too, besides cold storage; and 
there are all sorts of ways of govern- 
ing concentrated reserve stocks of 
goods. 


You don't have to keep everything 


cold though you can keep the cold 
hand of control on it. You can man- 
age by an effort that needn't be put 
on paper to see to it if things are 
doled out to the market so that they 
won't g-et there so fast as to bring 
the price down. 


It is not easy; it is not always 


pleasant; you don't like to look cen- 
soriously into the affairs of your fel- 
'ow citizens too much, but often it 
s necessary to look with a very un- 
sympathetic eye at some of the pro- 
esses which retard distribution, am 
:he supply which is going: to meet 
the demand. 


We have got to realize that we are 


face to face with a great industrial 
>roblem which dees not center in 
he United Statec. 
It centers else- 


where, but we share it with the oth- 
er countries of the world. 


That is the relation between cap- 


tal and labor; between those who 
are employing and those who are 
employed/ and we might as well sit 
up straight and look facts in the 
'ace. / 


The laboring men of the world are 


not a'atlsfled with their relations with 
their employers. 


Of course, I don't want to say that 
there is universal dissatisfaction; 


because here and there and else- 
where in many 
cases 
fortunately 


there are very satisfactory relations, 
but I am now speaking of the gen- 
eral relationship which exists be- 
tween capital and labor everywhere. 


The point I wish to make is that 


the world is looking to America to 
set the standard with regard to the 
condition Of labor and the relations 
between labor and capital and it is 
looking to us because we have been 
more progressive in those matters 
than others. 


Although sometimes we move very 


slowly and without undue caution, 
and as a result of our progressive- 
ness, the ruling interests among our 
workmen are conservative 
in the 


sense that they see that it is not in 
the Interest of labor to break up 
civilization, and progressive in the 
sense that they see that a constructive 
program and not a destructive pro- 
gram has to be adopted. 


By progressive I do not mean a 


man not ready to move, but a man 
ready to move, who knows where he 
is going, a man who has a workable 
program. 


Very well, then, we have got to 


have a constructive program with 
regard to labor and the minute we 
get it we will relieve the strain all 
over the world, because the world 
wiJl accept our standards and follow 
our results. 


I can't presume that I know how it 


ought to be done; I know the prin- 
ciple upon which it ought to be done. 


The principle is that the interest 


of capital and the interest of labor 
are not different but the same; and 
that the men of business sense ought 
to know how to work out an organi- 
zation that will express that identity 
of interest. 


You can't any longer regard labor 


ulators. We can play it Inside, or on 
the curb; and you know how incon- 
venient it is to play it on tne euro. 
There is one thing that I respect

weeks, during which they will be 
watched closely, given the psycholo- 
gical test and the trade test and re* 
ceive instructions In the fundamen- 
tals of military life. At the comple- 
tion of this course each man will be 
classified and upon that classifica- 
tion will depend his future work in 
the school.

"Upon the completion ot the pre- 


liminary course the student will en- 
ter upon the real serious business of 
the school. 
This has been blocked 


out in four 
courses covering all 


branches of automotive work, from 
elementary to highest. Each man's 
progress and ultimate goal will be 
determined by his own ability, but 
the system aims at assuring each 
man just as much instruction as it is 
profitable for him to receive.

man who has not had at least two o 
the first three of the courses listed 
In this tnanner export auto median 
ics will be produced who, at once up 
on re-entering civil life, will com 
mand the high wages now being pai< 
to men of »n«s greatest skill. 


"The course for foremen and in 


spectors w.M be for 'those men whc 
stand head and'shoulders above th 
others in this work of the preceding 
courses and who in addition have 
that quality of human nature which 
enables them to control the worlc o 
others, 
* "The school work will alternat 
with periods of production work in 
the shops, service parks units o 
with operating units In the field 
This production work will be unde 
production conditions as in any well 
regulated factory or truck operatini 
ooncern, with the difference that th 
men will be supervised and grade* 
with reference to, their mness to tak 
further school work.

will be given by lecture and demon 
stration in buildings equipped es 
pecially for the school work and se 
apart from the shops.

There is a column in the national 
ledger headed "debt upon which in- 
terest has ceased " The item amounts 
to more than $1 000,000

tion shows that this amount of money 
is held in the treasury to pay bonds 
issued during the Civil war and at 
other periods, that have reached ma- 
tuijty but have never been redeemed. 


Somebody, somewhere, has prob- 


ably left these bonds an the drawer 
of an old bookcase that has gone out 
of fashion and has been stored away 
m the attic until it becomes "an- 
tique" enough to be restored to the 
library. 
Or some may have been 


lost through fires and burglaries and 
other accidents Every now and then 
ona of these old bonds turns up and 
is cashed 
IJolders of most of the present war 
securities are not likely to be so 
careless. And so it may as well be 
pointed out, right now, that it does 
no good to hold the bonds with 
thejr coupons attached, after these 
become due.

There were many men ot in- 
fluence and standing Who believed 
tha nation could never lift this stag- 
gering burden of debt. 
And yet, 


within ten >ear government bonds 
that had Sold as low as $50 in gold 
went UP m price to as high as $109 
This was due, in part, to the fact 
that the purchasing power of one 
dollar in 1864 was only 38 7 cents— 
that fs, a paper dollar vouched for 
by banks and by the government was 
only worth that amount. 


No such rise m the purchasing 


power of the dollar is likely to fol- 
low the present perloid of high prices 
and low purchasing power.

Then we had peace and prosperity 


for a long period. And from 1816 
to 1836 inclusive, the annual income 
of the treasury substantially ex- 
ceeded the expenditures. The debt 
was gradually diminished and after 
a lew years, the United States, with 
a cash surplus in the treasury, pre- 
sented what a historian has called 
"that happy spectacle of a people 
substantially free from the smallest 
portion of debt." We had a great 
deal of land in those days, and the 
government sold it at a fair return 
to newcomers to our shares, That 
money helped to pay off the little 
obligation which we incurred in get- 
ting independence 


Then a panic came akmff in 1837 


and the surplus in the treasury "dis- 
appeared 
There is not likely to be 


another surplus for a. long time. It 
will take at least twenty-five years 
to pay off the present war debt.

With offices already opened on the 
third floor of the Shoaff building and 
machinery ordered, the Pulp Pro- 
ducts company, capitalized at $15,- 
000, 
will begin operation in the near 
future. 


This corporation has secured the 


exclusive rights rqr the state of In- 
diana for the manufacture of liquid, 
semi-liquid and dry containers and 
other articles from wood pulp by the 
Drake process. 
The following offi- 
cers afe now effective: William P. 
•Wyess, president; C. J. Lament, of 
Lamont and Co., vice-president; H. 
P. Euler, secretary-treasurer. 


According to plans the new con- 
cern will place into operation 
ma- 


chines enough to turn out a large 
number 
of tho containers of 
any 


shape- desirable per day. 
The pro- 
cess provides for the production of 
288,000 containers dally from a plant 
of ten units.Process Novel. 
The process Is a novel one-In which 
a large quantity of the raw wood 
pulp Is put into vats and heated to a 
iemperature of 500 degrees Fahren- 
weit. The superheated air or steam 
is used to blow and dry the work 'thus 
sterilizing it at a high temperature. 
Containers of any size or shape can 
be made, 
Including single 
service 
milk bottles, shipping cases, kegs and 
barrels, human forms for show win- 
dow displays, pipe covering, mailing 
tubes, corrugated shields for ship- 
ping glass bottles, cigar/boxes and 
many others. 
Much attention is be- 


ing paid to the single service milk 
bottle which can be produced at a 
small cost and will aid in reducing 
the present high costs, due to 
breakage and awkward handling of 
glass containers.
